In.  the-NORTHERN  HMISPHERE  at  this  season  of  the  year  interest 
in  agriculture  centers  chiefly  in 'the  prospects  of  the  autumn  sown      •  ' 
cereals  and  the  seeding  of  spring  crops.     (see  statement  following' 
this  svimmary  which  shows  the  atzreage  of  winter  cereals  for  1821  compared 
with  1920,  in  Specif  ied 'countries)'.    Generally  speaking,  active^ 
prosecution  of  spring.field  work  throuThcut .  the  NORTHFRF  HEVIISPHFRE  has 
attended  the  miild  weather  at  present  prevailing,  which  has  also  been 

accom-oanied  by  the  •Quickened  srowth  of 
MILD  WEITHER  PREVAILING:-        autumn  sown  crops,-   '  This  is  espeadally 
IN  NORTHERN  HFT-nSPHFRE      .  ...  true:  of  CJ^.NADA  where  weather  conditions- 

continue  exceptionally  mild  and  spring  work 
is  progressing  freely.     In  FRA^:CE,_on  the  whole,  the  autumn  sown  cereals 
present  a  satisfactory  appearance  and  those  of  spring,  although  miore  or 
less  retarded  by  the  drought"  have  made,  a  fairly  good  start*     In  ALSACE 
LORRAINE  the  winter  has  bsen  cold  and  dry The  first  sowings  have  come 
up  well,    The  others  have  suffered  from  want  of  rain'  although  they 
profited  somewhat  from  the  rain  which ^f ell  in  December,    No  damage  has 
been  produced  by  the  frost.     In  GEPI/IANY  the  general  crop  situation  is  '  -• 
reported  to  be  satisfac-iipry,;  .  Scattered  rains  have  fallen  lately  but  more 
moisture  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  growing  cereals,     From  unofficial 
sources  we  are  advised  that  the  early  sown  fields  of  winter  grains  are  in 
good  condition,  but  the  later  sovm .planxs  have  been  somewhat  damaged  by 
frosts.      From  RUSSIA  there  is  .still  a  lack  of  reliable  crop  news.  In 
the  UNITED  KINGDOM  the  .weather  d^aring  March  was  generally  favorable  for  - 
farming  operations,  being  for  the  greater  part  of  the  month  mild  and  dry 
with  a  fewocolder  days  toward  the  end,.  Cultivation  is  much  more  forward, 
than  usual  for  this  time  of  year  in  most  parts  of  the  co\intry<,  Reports 

indicate  that  the  area  sown  with  wheat  and 
CULT  I  VAT  ION.  FORWARD  IN       .oats,  respectively;  will  be  about  the  same  as 
UNITED  KINGDOM  MD  SVJEDM    last  .year  .and  that'the  extent  of  land  under 

barley  will  be  less.     In  SWEDEN  the  mild 
temperature  and  warm  weather  which  ne„s ,  generally  prevailed  this  year  con- 
tinues,    As  a  result  of  the  early  spring,  vegetation  is  reported  to  be 
approximately  five  weeks  earlier  than  usiial.    The  country  has  had  a  dry 
winter  and  a  dry  spring  and  as  the  ground  is  not  protected  by  snow  there 
is  much  fear  of  forst»      Rain  is  needed  for  the  spring  sowing  of  barley  and 
or.ts  but  the  prospects  of  winter  wheat  are  good.     In  DE1'WJ\RK  the  condition 
of  the  winter  crops  is  considered  favorable.      The  weather  has  been  excep- 
tionally mild  and  spring  sowings  are  progressing  sat isf actoril'S'^.;-,   In  BELGIU?.? 
during  February  mild,  dry  weather  prevailed  and  winter  cereals  as  a  result 
appear  to  be  in  racher  fine  condition^      Work  on  the  spring  sowings  is 
being  carried  on  under  favorable  conditions.    No  definite  news  has  been 
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received  from  POLAIID  but  indications  are  that  the  winter  wheat  area 
will  be  somewhal?  analler  than  a  year  ago.     In  HUFGARY  the  development 
of  the  autiiriin  sovm  cereals  and  sill  agricult-ural  work  has  been  favored 
"by  the  weather,  and  the  condition  of  the  crops  is  considered  very  good. 
Although  the  snowfall  has  "been  light,  there  are  no  coinplaints  of  frost 
damage,  but  in  some  districts  resowings  m.ay  be  made  necessary  through 
the  injurious  effects  of  field  mice. 

In  AUSTRIA  the  favorable  weather  which  has  been  experienced 
recently  has  had  a  good  effect  upon  the  development  of  the  crops.  Spring 
cultivation  commenced  about  the  m.iddle  of  fvlarch  and  autumn  sown  cereals 
are  doing  fairly  well.       In  ROlIvTANiA  fine,  warm  weather  prevailed  through- 
out the  whole  of  March,  which  enkhled  plowing  and  sowing  of  spring  cereals 
to  proceed  without  interruption,  -however,  rain  is  now  required  particularly 
for  the  winter  crops.     In  JUGO-SLA'^^'lA,  according  to  unofficial  reports 
t^e  crop  outlook  for  this  year  is  not  B>%  all  bright.      The  area  sown  in 
winter  -.vh^at  was  greatly  below  normal.    This  was  due  to  la,ck  of  seed  wheat. 

The  goverrjnent  has  taken  measures  to  remedy 

LACK  OF  SEED  WHEAT  RE-  this  condition  and  has  secured  a  large  supply 

HUCES  AREA  IN  IfUGO-SLAVlA       of  spring  wheat  which  was  sold  to  the  farmers 

at  reduced  prices,  and  the  deficiency  in 
acreage  sown  was  made  up,  with  spring  vvheat.    Howler,  the  sowing  of  spring 
wheat  is  an  irjiovation  in  this  country,  and  the  farming  element  is  not  at 
all  optimistic  as  to  the  outcome.    The  lack  of  rain  for  the  past  two  months 
has  increased  the  pessimism  with  regard  to  the  harvest  and  if  no  rainfall 
takes  place  shoijtly,  it  is  feared  the  crops  will  be  seriously  affected* 
The  ccop  outlook  in  ITALY  is  about  average*    Work  for  spring  sowing  is 
being  carried  on  under  favorable  conditions.    The  season  has  been  in 
general  dry  and  m.ild  facilitating  field  7/ork  especially  for  the  spring 
sowings.    The  condition  of  autumn  cereals  on  March  1st  was  reported  about 
normal-    The  crop  situation  in  SPAIN  is  reported  as  Satisfactory,  In 
INDIA  climatic  conditions  continue  to  be  reported  as  unfavorable^  Rain 

is  needed  in  practically  all  the  provinces 

CONDITIONS  UNFAVORABLE         and  at  present  there  is  no  relief  in  sight. 
IN  IWIA  According  to  the  latest  reports  the  total 

area  of  wheat  for  the  season  1930-21  is  now 
estimated  at  23,563,000  acres,  as  against  28,533,000  acres  at  the 
corresponding  time  last  year  or  a  decrease  of  17  per  cent.    The  total 
area  under  rape  and  mustard,  so  far  as  reported,  amounts  to  2,793,000 
acres  (exclMing  the  "mixed"  crop  of  the  United  Provinces  for  which  no 
estimate  is  at  present  available).      This  is  22  per  cent  below  the 
revised  figure  at  the  corresponding  time  last  year* 

In  NORTH  AFRICA  recent  reports  indicate  that  the  climatic  conditions 
continue  to  be  of  a  most  favorable  character.     In  ALGERIA  the  autumn  sowing 

of  cereals  is  finished  and  the  crop  situation 
PROSPECTS  FAVIRABLE  is  highly  satisfactory.   In  TUNIS  there  has 

IN  NORTH  AFRICA  been  liberal  falls  of  rain  and  the  crop 

situation  is  much  improved  while  from  MOROCCO 
reports  indicate  the  exist&nce  of  a  very  favorable  condition  for  the  crops, 
espeaaally  that  of  "barley.     In  EGYPT  the  weather  on  the  whole  has  been 
favorable  and  the  water  supple  sufficient."    The  crop  prospects  are  satis- 
iactory  although  s.light  attacks  of  rust  and  smut  have  been  noticed  lately. 

In  the  SOUTHERN  HEMISPHERE,  corn  harvesting  and  the  preparation  of 
Deds  for  the  cereal  harvest  in  the  winter  of  1921-22  are  being  actively

1919  or  1920.    Raspbsrries  look' exceptionally  well.     There  should  be  a 
big  crop  if  weather  conditions  from  now  on  are  favorable,    Red  and  black 
currants  and  gooseberries  are  very  far  advanced,    p.eaches  promise  a  good 
average  yield,    A  light  crop  of  plum  and  apples  is  expected  on  account  of 
the  ezcepuionally  large  one  last  year.    Sweet  cherries  are  quite  far  ad- 
vanced and  ec»ti?.  cherries  promise  a  fair  crop.
